A short Umo ago we pointed out tho 
absurdity of relying solely upon tbo 
semi-monthly trips of the Pi lnoo Alfred 
for the transmission o( mail matter 
when we are entitled to have it brooght 
' dally to'Poget SoUDd, and twice a vf eok 
to this port. It waa also snbseqaeniiy 
annoanoed that Mr Dowe had maJe 
Buch' arrangements as would enable tho 
Province to reap Ihe advantage of the 
more frtqaont service via Paget Sound; 
and tho public were led to ezpeot the 
first fruits of thia arrangement by the 
aound Btoamer on Monday; In ihis they 
were disappointed, as no Baslern mail 
cniDo by ibat steamer. But we believe 
an explanation did oome| and it ie, in 
effect, that the United States mail oon- 
tractorsf who convoy ibo mails over 
the stage roQteB,poBitively rttuHo to luke 
oar mailB if oxceodiDf; lifty pounds in 
woighf, In order to make the mutter, 
perhaps, moro intelligiblo to the roedcr, 
it may bo explained that mail matter 
coming to usm'a Panel Sound is sup- 
posed to leave tbe Uniou Pucific Kail- 
way at the Juiicliou aoulli of dacru- 
mento, Ihonco by rail to liod Bluil', 
tlienco by stiij^o about throe hnudred 
miles to Uoseburgj ihonco by rail to 
Portland, Then, again, there is about 
Blxty milea of slagiug between Port- 
land and Paget Sound. It is OTor tlieao 
two Btage routes that the contractors 
refnee to carry our mail manor. Wbat 
riplil hnvo ihey to refuse ? Tlioro is 
a Postal Treaty between tho IWo coun- 
tries, and we believe we are oorreoC in 
asserting that according to that Treaty 
tho United Siaies (?overnmont are 
boaud to carry oar mail maltor to 
Paget Sound, If we are correct iu 
this, It cannot bo poBsiblo that the 
United States Government will justify 
its contractors in refusing to carry oar 
mails: "Wo feel quite certain that Mr 
Dowo will follow tbo matter np, and 
insist upon British Columbia enjoying 
bor rights and the full benefit of tbe 
International Postal Treaty, whatever 
those provisions may be, British Co- 
lumbians ask no favors in this matter ; 
bat they do ask for their jostrights and 
will bo prepared to insist upon them. 
Canada pays tho United States tho 
stipulaiod transit rates for every parti- 
cle of mail matter paaaing throngh the 
territory of the latter; and surely it is 
not conipeteot for United States mail 
contractors to say that they will not 
carry our malls if iheyshonld happen to 
exceed fifty pounds in weight. British 
Columbia has been long enough the 
plaything of her neighbor, and the peO" 
plo will lookconfidently to Mr Dewe to 
* place them in possesBion of their full 
rights and privileges in thifl matter.

other b> Ib-J' throat like uncivilized ruffiaop 
and pounding eacb Giber's brains oot. VVhai 
a sad oomoientary upon iha common senae 
ofthoagel' Lei us supply a wantins link 
by ptodocingthe text of tbe "Suppieuiont iry 
Art'oie," wbioh has given rise t) eo muoii 
diBCussion, and opoQ which negoiiuiiocs

"lo corsidoralion thereof, tbo I'reaidenl 
of the United Slaion, by ar,d with tho ad- 
vice and consent of tbo ■'■'enatu ihoreof, ooo- 
Bonta that ho will make no cloimon the part 
of the United Statas in' respect ol Indirect 
loBHOH DH aloropoid before the Tribnnal ol 
Arbitmiion at Onneva." 

Tbin article, one would imagine, nhoold hnvo 
anlEoaJ, adioitly framed as it in, tn enuble 
tbe Uniiod States to abandon tho ridiculous 
oonscqoenlial claiuiH williout uodao hutiiilia- 
tion; and had tho m&lt.'r been left to tho 
gooii flctiH'! ol the people, (reo from all politi- 
cal wire-pulling, it is highly probable thtt 
tho nation would huvo Koen i s way clear 
otit ol io absurd luid adtniifcadly nntenable 
position. Tbe Senate must hnvo ils fay, 
however; and the Senate acceptsd tho Sup- 
plementary Article, but with Buch modifica- 
tions and conditions appear to bavesoobsoar- 
ed its iiKaning aa t ) iaave thequjstiooof oot- 
aequeutifll damtg^n still in doubt. What
